To the voters of Brazos county 
I would like to say that on Novem­ 
ber 6 we have two constitutional 
Amendments relating 
to 
public 
schools, which should receive seri­ 
ous consideration. 
The first of 
the amendments provides for a 
non-political board of education to 
take the place of the present ex­ 
officio board composed of the Gov­ 
ernor, Secretary of State and the 
Comptroller of Accounts. 
As of­ 
ten as we change governors, we 
Ate forced to change our board of 
education. 
This should be chang­ 
ed so that a real school policy and 
program in Texas would be pos­ 
sible. 
The second amendment provides 
that the legislature make the ten­ 
ure of office of school trustees 
longer than two years as we 
now 
have under the present constitu­ 
tion. This is a very desirable step 
in the progress of our educational 
program in Texas. 
All school peo­ 
ple feel that local school trustees 
should serve longer than two years 
so that at no time a community 
would have an entirely new board. 
There are other amendments, 
but the school people are espec­ 
ially interested in having these two 
amendments pass. 
They will not 
cost the people anything in the way 
of increased taxes, but are only a 
short step in making our school 
machinery function a little more 
effectively. 
It is hoped that each 
voter will 
not 
overlook 
these 
amendments when at the polls on 
November 6.
